COMMITTEE NEWS NOTES 

An Outline for library radio broad- 
casting is being prepared by the com- 
MITTEE ON RADIO BROADCASTING. It will 
be in mimeographed form so that it may 
be submitted to those who have had ex- 
perience in broadcasting book programs. 
The Chairman or any member of the 
Committee will be glad to hear broad- 
casting experiences of any library, 
which could be incorporated in the Out- 
line. 

Certain material suitable for broad- 
casting in manuscript form is now avail- 
able and can be forwarded to any 
librarian who will send a request to the 
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Chairman, Charles H. Brown, State 
College Library, Ames, Iowa. 


The project of a brochure treating 
the question of suitable paper for differ- 
ent kinds of library books has been ap- 
proved by the COMMITTEE ON BOOK 
PRODUCTION. A preliminary outline, 
which is to be criticized by the members 
of the Committee and by several paper 
dealers, who will check it for accuracy 
in technical matters, is in preparation. 


The Committee has approved in gen- 
eral the project of requesting Congress 
to print at least a limited number of 
government documents of permanent 
value on rag stock paper to insure their 
permanent preservation. 


A subcommittee of the COMMITTEE 
ON CATALOGING is being appointed to in- 
vestigate the possibilities of cooperation 
in the cataloging of books in foreign 
languages. It will greatly assist in 
furthering the plans of this subcommit- 
tee if catalogers interested in the prob- 
lem and public libraries owning collec- 
tions in the lesser known foreign 
languages will send their names and a 
list of their foreign language collections 
to the Chairman, Sophie K. Hiss, Cleve- 
land Public Library. 

The Committee has decided not to 
revise and republish Linderfelt’s Eclectic 
rules for a card catalog on the ground 
that this code has been superseded by 
the Library of Congress and _ the 
A. L. A. Codes. 


The score card for school libraries 
prepared by the EDUCATION COMMITTEE 
is in tentative form and has been used 
in a survey of the high schools in the 
North Central Association. 


The success of a hospital libraries 
exhibit at the meeting of the American 
Medical Association encouraged the 
HOSPITAL LIBRARIES COMMITTEE to pre- 
pare a booth for the meeting of the 
American Hospital Association. At the 
latter meeting, Dr. R. O. Beard, pro- 
fessor-emeritus of the University of 
Minnesota, spoke on the “Place of the 
patient’s library in the hospital.” 

The Committee hopes very much by 
next year to have a definite program to 
announce in connection with its survey 
and demonstration project. 


The annual review of library legisla- 
tion in the United States during the 
year 1927 is in preparation. Informa- 
tion and suggestions are invited and 
should be sent to William F. Yust, 
chairman of the COMMITTEE ON LEGIS- 
LATION, Public Library, Rochester, New 
York. 

“The Library at Law” is the subject 
on which Charles F. Woods, Public Li- 
brary, Riverside, California, is prepar- 
ing a report. This will cover “cases at 
law, particularly civil actions, to which 
public libraries have been parties, either 
as plaintiffs or defendants. Communi- 
cations on the subject should give as 
exact information as possible, the time, 
place, and names of parties to the suit. 
If formal citations to the history of the 
case cannot be given a note on the cause 
of action and the decision would be 
useful.” 


The Chairman of the COMMITTEE ON 
PUBLIC DOCUMENTS reports that a re- 
draft of the Library Information Serv- 
ice Bill has been made. Several sug- 
gestions made by Mr. Tisdel, Superin- 
tendent of Documents, were incorporated 
in it. Through the courtesy of H. H. B. 
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Meyer of the Library of Congress the 
bill was put into shape for presentation. 


The Chairman of the ComMITTEE ON 
BIBLIOGRAPHY reports that the first 
procedure in the development of the 
A. L. A. plan for locating American 
research books and increasing the 
stock has been to introduce perhaps 
a million and a half of Library of 
Congress titles, together with several 
hundred thousand cards from other 
sources into the two million cards of the 
Union Catalog. 

Funds now in sight are sufficient to 
insure that all these titles, and as many 
more on standard cards as can be ob- 
tained from cooperating libraries, will 
be filed before the end of the first year 
of operations. 

Libraries are contributing : 


1. By printing an extra copy of 
multigraphed or mimeographed cards. 
Franks are furnished for mailing the 
cards. 

2. When their reserve collection 
of rare or costly books have shelf- 
lists, by sending a short title trans- 
cript on standard cards. 

3. When running through shelves, 
by turning down unusual books and 
having a very brief title made on 
standard cards. This can be done of 
course only in moderate sized libra- 
ries. 

4. By sending obsolete standard 
cards discarded in recataloging. 
Cooperation with European libraries 

in their plans for union catalogs through 
the League Committee and the Brussels 
repertory has not progressed. It is 
proposed to remove the Brussels reper- 
tory to Geneva in connection with the 
League Library and its new building. 
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The expense of operations in Geneva 
would be greater, but at the same time 
the advantage in soliciting voluntary co- 
operation from the constituent nations 
of the League would probably more 
than compensate. 


A treatment for rare and valuable 
leather bindings is described by John 
Archer, Superintendent of Printing and 
Binding of the New York Public Li- 
brary and a member of the COMMITTEE 
ON BOOKBINDING, as follows: 

“Take 4 parts of lanolin, and warm it 
slowly until it becomes fluid. To this 
add 6 parts of neatsfoot oil’'and mix 
thoroughly. When cool apply with a 
flat brush, taking care to apply only to 
the leather, and let it stand a few hours 
or over night if possible. Polish with 
a soft cloth. Where an added polish is 
required treat the same as above and 
apply a small quantity of castor oil with 
a soft cloth and then polish with a 
chamois or sheepswool polisher.” 


The COMMITTEE ON RECRUITING FOR 
LIBRARY SERVICE has been taking a poll 
of the membership of the Committee 
itself and of the directors of the library 
schools as a means of arriving at a basis 
of procedure. The results of this poll 
are being tabulated and while no final 
conclusions have yet been reached it 
seems evident that there is a need for 
the formulation of a more selective plan 
for recruiting. Recruiting should be 
planned in such a way as to attract 
those who are by training and through 
personal qualifications especially fitted 
to do library work. 


During the past year the COMMITTEE 
ON WAR SERVICE ACTIVITIES provided 
from war funds about $3,500 for li- 
brary service to delegates of the Ameri- 
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can Legion at the Paris convention. 
Burton E. Stevenson, librarian of the 
American Library in Paris had charge 
of the service. 


The COMMITTEE ON WORK WITH THE 
BLIND is sorry to report the death of 
Margaret McGuffey, who was the libra- 
rian in charge of the Room for the 
Blind of the Library of Congress. 
Though ill for a long time, Miss Mc- 
Guffey continued her duties and the 
Committee will be following her sug- 
gestions for many months. 

Intensive preparations have been 
started on a special appeal for funds to 
braille books for the blind. An out- 
standing gift has been $400, from the 
Lions Club of Detroit for brailling 
Woodward’s George Washington, the 
image and the man. 


UNION LIST OF FOREIGN GOV- 
ERNMENT SERIALS 

Under the auspices of the American 
Council of Learned Societies, the Amer- 
ican Library Association and the Na- 
tional Research Council, and with the 
financial support of the Laura Spelman 
Rockefeller Memorial, the work of com- 
piling a list of serial publications of 
foreign governments is going forward. 
Winifred Gregory, under whose direc- 
tion the Union List of Serials was com- 
piled, is directing the editorial work. 

Under each country will be listed, in 
a classified arrangement, the reports and 
other serials which record governmental 
activities since the year 1815. The pub- 
lications of sovereignties no longer ex- 
istent will be listed with those of the 
country of which they now form a part. 
Those of colonial governments will be 
included, but ordinarily not those sub- 
ordinate divisions, such as cities, the 


French departments and the Swiss can- 
tons. This statement should be quali- 
fied by the assurance that when, in par- 
ticular instances, research will be facil- 
itated by the inclusion of the publica- 
tions of subordinate political divisions 
those publications will be listed. For 
instance, the publications of Canadian 
provinces before 1867, of parts of the 
German empire before and after 1871, 
and numerous other typical cases are to 
be included. 

The publications fall roughly into the 
following categories: legislative pro- 
ceedings and reports, official gazettes, 
agriculture, astronomy, the army and 
navy, banking, charities and corrections, 
coast survey and marine, colonies, com- 
merce foreign and domestic, education, 
finance, foreign affairs, forestry, geo- 
logy and mines, history, insurance, jus- 
tice, labor, government libraries and mu- 
seums, meteorology, patents, post office, 
public health, public works, railroads 
and telegraphs, standards and statistics. 
Not all of the governments publish with- 
in all of these fields, but this enumera- 
tion will serve to indicate their scope and 
variety. 

Owing to the fact that so frequently 
court reports are privately published, a 
complete statement of their records will 
not be attempted. Official series will, 
however, be listed. 

The list will be based on the printed 
cards issued by the Library of Congress 
and the John Crerar Library, supple- 
mented by the manuscript records in the 
libraries in Washington and New York 
and completed during a visit of the 
Editor to the several European capitals. 

The form of entry will be that of the 
Library of Congress. 

The Committee hopes that the work 
can be issued during 1930, and that the 
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subscription price can be fixed at $25.00 
per copy, although no guarantee of that 
price can at present be given. 

It is hoped that on the conclusion of 
the main work, a list of the holdings 
within this field of the major American 
libraries can be compiled and issued. 

The members of the editorial com- 
mittee are: J. T. Gerould, H. M. Ly- 
denberg and H. H. B. Meyer. 


LIBRARY EXTENSION 

Nearly 25,000 copies of Paul Paine’s 
picture-map of a county library, in the 
circular size, have already gone out 
from A. L. A. Headquarters. The map 
has been reproduced in the Wisconsin 
Library Bulletin, Library Journal and 
the A. L. A. Bullet, and The Survey 
enlarged and printed parts of it. In 
addition to the free distribution through 
national agencies, and in connection 
with meetings and exhibits, it has been 
sent to states without library extension 
agencies. A large number of the maps 
have been purchased by libraries and 
state agencies. Recently an order for 
5,000 copies was received from North 
Dakota. 


As the files of the Committee on Li- 
brary Extension grow more complete, 
the information given out by Julia 
Wright Merrill, executive assistant to 
the Committee, becomes more varied. 
Recently the following questions were 
answered from material in the files: 

Will you please send me a sample 
form of contract for county library 
service? Have you a blue print of a 
book truck? What are the appropria- 
tions of the library commissions in other 
states? Can you send me laws regulat- 
ing library commissions? May we have 
material suitable for an exhibit at our 
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State meeting next month? Pictures on 
county library service, posters, publica- 
tions, etc., will be useful. 


The edition of 25,000 of the leaflet, 
Rural public library service, printed 
a year ago, is exhausted and a new edi- 
tion, with the directory brought up to 
date, is in press. The first edition was 
paid for by the League of Library Com- 
missions and distributed by the League 
to its members; the Committee on Li- 
brary Extension handled other distribu- 
tion. The new edition will be a publica- 
tion of the A. L. A. Committee on Li- 
brary Extension. 


Word of active county campaigning 
comes to the Committee on Library 
Extension from many states. County 
appropriations have been made in the 
following counties (supplementing the 
list in the August Bulletin) : Hunterdon 
and Mercer Counties, New Jersey; Cal- 
houn County, Ala.; Fond du Lac 
County, Wis.; Greenville County, South 
Carolina (following demonstration serv- 
ice); Pulaski County, Arkansas; Mc- 
Cracken County, Ky.; and Chickasaw, 
Claiborne and Holmes Counties, Miss. 
Service was discontinued in Rusk 
County, Wis., because of the general 
financial situation. Twenty new county 
libraries were established in 1927. There 
are now 253 county libraries in the 
United States.

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LOOKING FOR ENDOWMENT 


VER a year ago the Executive 
Board approved a quiet solicitation 
of funds to raise an endowment of 
$1,000,000. An Endowment and Special 
Membership Department was created 
with a part time assistant, Esther Hall 
Dixon, a person with many years of ex- 
perience in publicity and newspaper 
work, in charge. At the end of the 
twelve months the Department reports 
progress. 
BRIEFLY STATED 
The American Library Association 
needs $3,000,000 for general endowment 
to carry on activities now under way 
or others definitely approved. The first 
million has been given by the Carnegie 
Corporation. There is (what almost 
amounts to) assurance of a third million 
from a donor when the Association has 
raised a second million. The immediate 
task is therefore to raise $1,000,000. 
Fortunately memberships may be 
counted toward that million at a capital- 
ized value of twenty to one; that is, 
every $100 received annually in dues 
from members joining since the offer 
was made, is the equivalent of a $2,000 
contribution toward the endowment. 
On that basis the Association already 
has nearly a quarter of a million as a 
cont: ion toward the second million 
which wc are now endeavoring to raise. 


SPECIAL PROJECTS 
Several developments are now under 
way. Recently a detailed statement of 
the aims and needs of the American Li- 
brary Association was prepared at the 
request of a well-known philanthropist. 
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He is known to be deliberate and 
thorough in his investigation of any 
project in which he becomes interested, 
and he seems to be following that 
method in the case of the A. L. A. 
Within the past few months a mem- 
ber of a large firm interested in rural 
welfare and therefore in the Library 
Extension activities of the Association 
has expressed a desire to begin, as soon 
as can be conveniently arranged, a co- 
operative plan for the relief of rural 
communities without books. While the 
initial steps would be in the nature of 
comparatively small experiments—pos- 
sibly the gift of a book truck to some 
county about to establish county library 
service—there has been discussed as an 
ultimate goal the creation of a large 
fund of several millions, perhaps as a 
Library Foundation, for the purpose of 
aiding library development in rural dis- 
tricts. It may take years to reach this 
goal, but inside of six months there 
should be some progress to report. 


SUSTAINING MEMBERSHIP 


The matter of Sustaining Membership 
is being promoted in Chicago particu- 
larly by one of the A. L. A. Trustees of 
the Endowment Fund, who has offered 
to initiate a chain of luncheons. Ten or 
fiftecn prominent business men will be 
invited to the first luncheon and asked 
as their contribution to take a Sustain- 
ing Membership in the A. L. A. and 
to give a similar luncheon in turn. The 
two other Trustees of Endowment have 
promised to cooperate in the plan. 

From New York comes the assurance 
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that Sustaining Membership solicitation 
is to be launched shortly through the 
cooperation of E. H. Anderson, F. F. 
Hopper and Maria V. Leavitt, of the 
New York Public Library. Other libra- 
rians who have given valuable assistance 
in Sustaining Membership efforts are: 
1. Louise B. Krause, of the H. M. 
Byllesby and Co. Library, who 
secured one Sustaining Member- 


ship and assisted materially in 
securing another, 


2. Arthur E. Bostwick, who secured 
one in St. Louis, 


3. °C. F. D. Belden, of Boston, who 
added his personal recommenda- 
tion at just the right moment to 
secure the application of a member 
of his Board. 

Where librarians have been fully 
aware of the reasons for Sustaining 
Membership efforts, they have, as in the 
cases cited, cooperated to the fullest 
extent. When one of his townspeople 
became a Sustaining Member recently, 
another librarian, a member of the 
A. L. A. Executive Board, said he felt 
that his library had been rendered a 
valuable service because, when he pre- 
pared in a few years to launch a cam- 
paign for a new building, he would have 
in this man a staunch ally by very reason 
of the fact that he is a Sustaining Mem- 
ber of the A. L. A.

Mrs. Walter Campbell 
Lyman (known in library circles as 
Jessie Woodford) contributed the first 
hundred dollars. 


DINNER MEETINGS 


Two dinner meetings called by the 
American Library Association were held 
in the last two months of the year for 
the purpose of informing people of in- 
fluence outside the profession about the 
library movement and the work of the 
A. L. A. Speakers at the first meeting 
were: President Max Mason of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Professor Arthur 
Todd of Northwestern, Dean George A. 
Works of the new Graduate Library 
School of the University of Chicago, 
George B. Utley and Carl H. Milam. 
At the second meeting the speakers were 
Dr. Frederick P. Keppel, President of 
the Carnegie Corporation, Dean William 
F, Russell, Teachers’ College, Columbia, 
and Carl B. Roden. David R. Forgan 
presided at the first meeting and George 
Woodruff presided at the second. About 
forty people attended each meeting. They 
differed from the ordinary “campaign” 
dinner in two ways. In the first place 
the guests paid their own way; in the 
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second there was no direct solicitation of 
funds but only an effort to create and 
develop interest in the national library 
movement and in the A. L. A. That the 


meetings did create new interest was evi- 
denced by statements made at the meet- 
ings and in letters and conversations 
since the meetings. 


MORE REPORTS OF MIDWINTER MEETINGS 


LIBRARIANS OF LARGE PUBLIC 

LIBRARIES 

* greaatyionaeny of whether libra- 

rians should join civic organiza- 

tions opened the meeting of librarians 

of large public libraries on’ December 

30. Franklin F. Hopper presided. For- 

rest B. Spaulding, the first speaker, 
brought up two questions: 

1. Asa public servant, is it wise for 

a librarian to identify himself with one 

club of his choosing when that bars him 


automatically from representation in 
other clubs ? 


2. Whose business should it be to 
pay the dues of the librarian? 


In the discussion which followed, 
Purd B. Wright said that contacts with 
business men can be best made through 
their clubs. He suggested that if pos- 
sible, the librarian should be an honor- 
ary member. Arthur E. Bostwick said 
that it is not necessary to belong to a 
club in order to establish the proper con- 
tacts with the members. Such contacts 
may be established by the librarian’s al- 
ways holding himself in readiness to 
speak before any club when requested. 
Clarence E. Sherman questioned whether 
the amount of money spent by a library 
board for a librarian’s club dues would 
not be more effective if spent for a paid 
advertisement. The legality of a library 
board paying the librarian’s club dues 
was discussed. 

Adam Strohm opened the discussion 
on “Should renewals be counted in cir- 
culation figures?” He made the point 
that as only one service was given, re- 





newals should not be counted. Joseph 
L. Wheeler said that a larger circulation 
figure meant more service and that he 
believed renewals should be counted. He 
said that if librarians stopped counting 
renewals there would be a drop of about 
six per cent in the circulation, a situa- 
tion which would be hard to explain to 
the public. 


In the absence of Dean Leutner of 
Western Reserve University, Alice S. 
Tyler read his paper on “Adult educa- 
tion.” Dean Leutner urged that libra- 
rians acquaint themselves with every ac- 
tivity in their community in order to 
get in touch with as many groups as pos- 
sible and stressed the fact that the li- 
brary is peculiarly fitted above all other 
social agencies to serve as a center of 
information. He spoke of the work 
with evening classes in public schools, 
with group leaders and with individuals 
(through the readers’ advisory service) 
of the Extension Division for Adult 
Education in Cleveland and went on to 
say, 

“But whether a public library main- 
tains an extension division for adult 
education or not, the essential is that 
the public may know that there is in the 
library a definite place where it may 
look not only for a supply of books, but 
also for intelligent guidance in purpose- 
ful reading. In all our large cities 
there are many industrial workers whose 
sole group contact is with labor organ- 
izations or fraternal groups that are 
struggling in their own uncertain ways 
to goals that they themselves do not 
yet see clearly. They have only the 
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slightest knowledge that there are 
agencies waiting for their service, and 
on the other hand these service groups 
are but dimly aware of these individuals 
whom they could so readily help. To 
labor and fraternal organizations, the 
public library has an easier approach 
than any other agency.” 

Dean Leutner told of the work of the 
Adult Education Association of Cleve- 
land, in which membership is open to 
any citizen interested in forwarding 
adult education. 

Dean Leutner believes that, “if there 
is any one item in our whole educational 
program, it is adult education, that 
promises more than any other to break 
down institutional barriers.” 

Adult education was again the subject 
of discussion at the Friday evening ses- 
sion. 

Judson T. Jennings, leader of the 
discussion, reported that twenty-one 
large public libraries have organized 
adult education service. In some in- 
stances it is a separate department, in 
others a readers’ adviser, or in a few 
cases, both. Mr. Jennings’ comments 
summarized briefly are as follows: 

1. Organization. Adult education 
service should be organized as a separate 
department in order to profit by the 


added dignity and publicity accorded to 
departments. 

2. Location. The readers’ adviser 
should have a private office easily ac- 
cessible. 

3. Book collection. An entirely sep- 
arate collection of books should line the 
walls of the readers’ adviser’s room. 

4. Ways and means. Adult educa- 
tion service should be a regular part of 
the budget. In the event that there is 
no organized service a staff committee 
on adult education to push prepared 
reading courses helps and the only ad- 
ditional expense is for books listed in 
the courses. 

5. Training. Until library schools 
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provide courses, a summer institute for 
readers’ advisers and heads of depart- 
ments should be considered. 

The experiment of sending a personal 
letter from the library to each student 
in the university extension classes, men- 
tioning the service that can be expected, 
has proved successful in Indianapolis 
according to Charles E. Rush of the 
Indianapolis Public Library. 

Two advantages of the library’s co- 
operation with organizations in provid- 
ing adult education service were pre- 
sented by Matthew Dudgeon of the Mil- 
waukee Public Library; (1) Contact 
with the five per cent of the entire popu- 
lation of a city which most needs help 
and which is most apt to benefit. (2) 
Contact with those who can help the 
library—the body of workers in the city 
and the executives who are heavy tax 
payers. 

Linda A. Eastman commented on the 
general subject of adult education in the 
light of her experience in Cleveland. 

Arthur E. Bostwick said, 

“Consider what happened when we 
began to give special service to children. 
The library had always given service to 
children. They came up to the closed- 
shelf and got books just the same as the 
adult, but when we began to give special 
service to children, we not only gave it 
a new name but we did two other things. 
We gave it organization and a program. 
That organization and that program, be- 
fore many years, had put our service to 


children way ahead of our service to 
adults. 

“IT used to say in those days, if we 
would only do for adults what we are 
doing for children, we would get ahead 
a great deal faster. It seems to me that 
is what we are doing with this adult edu- 
cation movement—we are giving organ- 
ization and program. When we have as 
many people working with adults as we 
now have working with children and 
when they have been trained to that end 
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just as the children’s librarians are 
trained in that end, then we will be 
getting ahead.” 


Clarence E. Sherman of Providence 
pointed out that although adult educa- 
tion is not a new service to librarians, 
it is still new to many people and needs 
publicity. Another necessity is for some 
form of follow-up. Providence is try- 
ing follow-up notices but cannot report 
whether the method is successful. 

Eighteen of those present indicated a 
lively interest in the possibility of a 
summer institute. 

The following persons were elected to 
serve aS a committee to plan for the 
next meeting: Linda A. Eastman, chair- 
man, Edith Tobitt, and Clarence E. 
Sherman. It was agreed to have the 
proceedings published in printed form 
if the cost would not exceed two dollars 
per copy. 





UNIVERSITY AND REFERENCE 
LIBRARIANS 

Action on several matters of import- 
ance to university and reference libra- 
rians was taken at the joint session of 
the College Librarians of the Middle 
West and the University and Reference 
Librarians on December 30. It was 
voted that the College and Reference 
Section be requested to assume respon- 
sibility for the preparation of a college 
and university yearbook. This action 
followed a report by Carl H. Milam on 
the results of a preliminary investiga- 
tion as to the advisability of the A. L. A. 
undertaking the publication of such a 
yearbook. Mr. Milam reported the will- 
ingness of the Editorial Committee to 
issue the publication, provided the Col- 
lege and Reference Section would ac- 
cept the responsibility of gathering the 
material and preparing it for the printer. 


It was voted that the Committee on 
Standards of the group cooperate with 
the A. L. A. Committee on Library 
Revenues of which Samuel H. Ranck 
is chairman in an attempt to arrive at 
some proper method of citing statistics 
and standards for college and university 
libraries. 

On the recommendation of H. L. 
Leupp, the following resolution was ap- 
proved: “Inasmuch as the fiscal year in 
most university and college libraries 
ends on June 20, and inasmuch as it is 
proposed to recommend changes in the 
present form used for the collection of 
statistics from such libraries, it is 
recommended to the Executive Board of 
the A. L. A. that the mailing out of 
forms for such collection of statistics be 
postponed until October 1, 1928.” 

Samuel H. Ranck spoke on “Financial 
standards for university and college li- 
braries.” Isabelle Clark gave a paper 
on “Independence for the college li- 
brary” and C. H. Compton spoke on 
“Compilation and publication of sta- 
tistics of university libraries.” 

T. W. Koch gave a review of several 
important surveys of college and uni- 
versity libraries at the meeting of the 
University and Reference Librarians 
on December 31.* 

Dr. Works, dean of the Graduate Li- 
brary School of the University of Chi- 
cago, spoke on “Research and the grad- 
uate library school.” He stated that a 
graduate school to be effective must have 
a definite program of research and ad- 
vocated that teachers as well as students 
in such schools should be engaged in 
research. 

The rising cost of the various Wilson 
indexes sold on a service basis to large 
libraries was brought up and H. W.

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Wilson made a statement of conditions 
confronting the publishers. Mr. Leupp 
introduced a motion, which was second- 
ed and carried, that college and uni- 
versity librarians give a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Wilson, and that a committee be 
appointed representing the different 
types of libraries in this group to study 
the question to see if some substitute 
can be devised for the present service 
charge for the Wilson indexes. 

A discussion of various attempts to 
educate students in colleges and uni- 


versities in the use of library tools 
ended in the passing of a resolution that 
a book of instruction be devised and that 
universities and colleges be urged 
through the proper associations to make 
the study of library tools a required 
course in the curriculum, which will be 
completed before the end of the sopho- 
more year. 

The committee elected to have charge 
of the next Midwinter meeting of the 
group is H. L. Leupp, chairman, J. S. 
Fowler, and C. H. Brown. 


ARE YOU A SCHOOL LIBRARIAN? 


CHOOL Library Yearbook, number 

2, is to be published soon under the 

editorship of Harriet A. Wood, of Min- 

nesota, who is chairman of the Educa- 

tion Committee of the American Library 
Association. 


Like number 1, the volume will contain 
a directory of “librarians and assistants 
in elementary, secondary, private and 
parochial schools, normal schools and 
colleges, and in school library depart- 
ments of public libraries. Institutional 
members of the A. L. A. in the above 
classifications will also be included.” 


Arrangement of members by state 
will make this an especially useful list 
for school information in each region. 

Because of the incomplete informa- 
tion on hand, it will not be possible to 
make a satisfactory list from the A. L. A. 
Handbook. Every school librarian (as 
defined above) is asked to send his or 
her name, position, library, city and 
state to the Membership Department at 
A. L. A. Headquarters before March 
15th, to be included in the proposed list. 

All school librarians and assistants 


who join the A. L. A. before March 
15th will be included in the Directory. 


Members are asked to pass this infor- 
mation on to school librarians and 
assistants who are not members in order 
that the list from each state be made as 
representative as possible. 

This volume will repeat two features 
of number one: reports of progress in 
school library work, and the directory 
of school librarians. Other features will 
be an article by Dean William F. Russell 
on some tendencies in education as they 
may influence the school library of the 
future ; some appreciation talks on books 
tried out in Los Angeles; a tentative 
score card for rating high school libra- 
ries; a list of standards approved by 
educational and library associations; the 
points in education necessary as equip- 
ment for high school positions, etc. 

In order to compile as representative 
a list as possible for every state, a com- 
mittee has been organized. You can 
help your state representative (listed be- 
low) by sending to her before March 
15th the name, position, library, city and 
state of any school librarian.

A. L. A. PUBLICATIONS 


HE list of Forty Notable American 

Books of 1926, selected by the 
American Library Association for the 
International Institute of Intellectual 
Cooperation, has been completed and 
forwarded to the Institute at Paris. It 
has been printed on a broadside and will 
be sent free to all A. L. A. standing 
orders and to other libraries requesting 
it, as long as the supply lasts. A similar 
list will be compiled for 1927. 


The report, College and university li- 
brary problems published by the Ameri- 
can Library Association and distributed 
at the expense of the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion, has already secured wide interest 
and attention. Every institution which 
has not received a copy of the book 
seems anxious to obtain one and every 
college having one or two appears to 
have urgent need for four or six. While 
the letters that reach Headquarters daily 
are a gratifying evidence of the value of 
Dean Works’ report, they bring embar- 
rassment as well because not all of the 
requests can possibly be filled. The book 
was published in a very limited edition 
and the supply will soon be exhausted. 
Many wishing duplicates must perforce 
be disappointed. Institutions which have 
not received a copy of the book should 
file their requests without delay. 


If emphasis these days seems to be 
mostly on adult education signs are not 
lacking that an impetus to read is mani- 
fest among school pupils as well. And 
the Reading with a Purpose booklets 
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are helping it along. The French Revolu- 
tion as told in fiction, Westward march 
of American settlement, Twentieth cen- 
tury American novels, and other titles 
of the series are used by teachers eager 
to interest high school pupils in this 
type of reading. The idea is worth 
passing along. 


Four hundred thousand copies of the 
Reading with a Purpose courses had 
been sold to January 1. 


No reading course was issued in 
January and there may not be one for 
February, due to the inability of the ten 
or more authors, now writing, to com- 
plete their manuscripts. 


One librarian writes: ‘Kindly con- 
tinue sending us the Reading with a 
Purpose books. In our letter of De- 
cember 21 we asked you to discontinue 
sending them. But we have had a 
change of heart and really cannot, we 
think, do without them.” 


The Muncie (Indiana) public library 
was the first to accept the suggestion 
that The trustee and his library be sent 
to the members of library boards. The 
Illinois Library Extension Division has 
ordered 300 copies for distribution to 
public libraries in the state and the 
Massachusetts Board of Free Public 
Library Commissions has ordered 100. 
The New York Library Extension 
Division contemplates distributing 500 
copies. 
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SUMMER COURSES IN LIBRARY SCIENCE q 


HE Board of Education for Librarianship, in considering for accreditment @ 
the summer courses in library science, has been deeply interested in the 
variety of needs which are being met by these courses, and the distinctive character ; 
given to each course by the institution with which it is connected. ; 


The four types of summer sessions for which minimum standards have been 
formulated* have not been considered in a vertical relationship to each other, i. e., 
Type I as being a higher grade than Type II, but in a horizontal relationship; that ia 
is, Type IV meets a need different from Type I, but equally important in the i 
present scheme of education for librarianship. 


The Board has, therefore, considered the purpose served by each course in assign- ; 
ing it to type. 


TYPE I 


Courses in this group are offered by accredited library schools, and, in each case, 
accreditment is covered by that of the school. Columbia University School of i 
Library Service, University of Illinois Library School, and the University of 
Michigan Department of Library Science offer Type I courses. t
